SURGEON DEFENDS V1 VIVISECTION 
AND CITES INSTANCE. 


Dr. W. W. Keen, Who Operated on 
Annapolis Football Player, Writes 
to Gallinger, Leading Op- 
ponent of Examinations of Live

William W. Keen, the surgeon who was sum- 


the operation that saved the life of Mid- 
shipman Alken, who was injured in a foot- 
ball game, has taken up the battle for vivi- 
section and demanded of Senator Gallinger 
to know whether an or human life is 
more valuable. He uses the case of Aiken 
as an example and declares that had it not 
been for the knowledge gained in experi- 
ments on animals Aiken would have died. 
He demands that efforts to check vivisection 
by legislation stop.

“I deem it my duty to call your attention 
to the case of Midshipman Aiken, who was 
recently injured in a football game. My 
reason for doing so is to show you by a single 
concrete example that knowledge gained by 
animal experimentation is an immense boon 
to humanity, and that therefore such experi- 
ments should be heartily encouraged. 

“The facts of Mr. Aiken’s case are as fol- 
lows: When I first saw him three days after 
the accident I found that he had been uncon- 
scious for a half hour after the accident, and 
after that had complained bitterly of 
headache, which he located always in the 
forehead. Soon after the accident he began 
to develop convulsions. In six hours and a 
half after I saw him he had twenty-four of 
these attacks, all limited to the right arm 
There was no fracture of the skull. The only 
physical evidence of any injury was a slight 


| bruise at the outer end of the left eyebrow. 


Shows Value of Vivisection. 


** Had I seen this case before 1885 I would 
have been unable to ¢kplain why the spasms 
were chiefly manifested in the right arm. 
I would have been justified in inferring that 
probably the front part of his brain was 
dnjured at the site of the bruise. Had I 
opened his skull at that point I would have 
found a perfectly normal brain and have 
missed the clot. The young man, therefore, 
would have died whether 1 skull had been 
opened or not.

Mascagni would not come through the 
gate from the train platform until Detective 
Petronsini assured him in Tuscan that none 


ot the sleuths was a musical union man with 


a bomb or a Mittenthal man with a writ. 
Then Mascagni and hie secretary and the 
Italian detective from Mulberry street got 
4nto a carriage and drove to the Herald 
Square theater. Mascagni insisted on hav- 
ing the carriage curtains drawn tight all the 
way. 

The 100 musicians with their escort of 
fifty cops followed on foot, three abreast, 
with a sleuth between every two musicians. 

The line of march was down Fifth avenue 
to Thirty-fourth street. Capt. Walsh led 
the way with the first and second violins. 
Sergeant Harrigan brought up the rear 
with the cymbals and the thunderclap gong 


man. 


Most of the way the line marched in the 
middle of the avenue, because the musicians 
shuddered so every time they passed a cross 
street. 

The company was not only safeguarded to 
the theater, but while the concert was on as 
well. 

The show was over at 11:30. Ten minutes 
later the musicians and Mascagni were bun- 
died into cabs and one furniture van with 
their instruments driven to the Hoboken, 
N. J., ferry, followed by two process servers 
in a cab, on a chance of their not getting out 
of New York by midnight. They did, though, 
and will go to Scranton tomorrow.

Will Grant Power to Assembly.

Thomas Nast may be said to have been the 
original newspaper cartoonist, and it was to

Among the well known caricatures and 
types used i litical cartoons Mr. Nast 
‘created many. The Tweed money bag, the 
republican party elephant, and the demo- 
cratic jackass originated with him. The 
line of work since developed and improved by 
some was entirely of his creation. 

He kept up his drawing and cartoon work 
even after his departure to South America 
and one of the latest pictures to go the rounds 
of the newspapers was a portrait of himself, 
with his gripsack under his arm, starting 
‘for the south, from which, it now proves, he 
‘was. never to return. 
He was credited by Gen. Grant with hav- 
ing done as much to end the war as any other 
one man. 

He began his career with Leslie at a 
salary of $5 per week, which was raised 
to $7.50 soon after. Here he worked for 
three years, studying at the school of de- 
sign in the evenings.

SLUSH ON CITY BRIDGES. 


Tenders Hover Over Stoves and 
Pedestrians and Teams Slip, 
Stagger, and Fall. 


Chicago was swept by a cold wave yester- 
day, which brought discomfort to many citi- 
zens and suffering to hosts of others. As the 
mercury continued to fall during the after- 
noon the homeless and unfortunate sought 


refuge at the police stations. 


_ Applicants for sheiter at the police stations 

generally were referred to the municipal 
lodging house in Jefferson street, the only 
exceptions being the aged or infirm from 
Umess. At the Harrison street station about 
sixty tickets of admission to the lodging 
house were issued. The outlying stations had 
few applicants. 


Slush Encumbers Bridges. 


Along with the unavoidable inconveniences 
attending the chilly blast and snow came 
other annoyances due to 
officials. Bridgetenders buried themselves 
in their snug shelters while citizens and ve- 
hicles tramped through slush and dirt which. 
covered nearly all the bridges. 

Pedestrians slipped and staggered “ane in 
the stiff northwest wind, and falls were fre- 
quent. The horses, which were in every case 
smoothshod, kept their footing with diffi- 
culty. The approaches were in just as bad 
condition so far as the walks were concerned, 
and were rendered doubly dangerous to the 
safety of the people by reason of the steep 
inclines. 

At the Rush street bridge the tender had 
not taken the pains to eprinkle ashes on the 
slippery walks and roadways. The Dearborn 
street bridge was slightly better, but Clark 
street was in bad condition, and the Wells 
street bridge, where crowds cross to the 
Northwestern depot was as bad * ‘it 
oguld be. 

The same was true of Lake street bride. 
but Washington street had been swept, and 
the walks were in good shape. Madison 
street was like a coasting slide. 
who came and went from the Union depot, 
suffered. much inconvénience and not a little 
danger at Adams street. The South Park 
employés had taken care of Jackson boule- 
vard bridge, but their work was no inspira- 
tion to the man at Van Buren street. 

Judging from the progress made by the 
city employés who were cleaning snow from 
the streets, an hour's work at each of the 
bridges would have put them in safe condi- 
tion, if they had been attended to on Satur- 
day evening when the snow was soft. „ 

_ Cleans Downtown Streets. 
M. J. Doherty, superintendent of streets, 
set the bridgetenders a good example early 
in. the morning, when he personally mar- 
ghaled his street cleaning forces and at- 
tacked the snowfall in he business cent 
At dark last evening he Had finished 
task and reported every street within the 
loop in good condition for today’s trafic. 

Two hundred men, eighteen carts, and 
twenty teams were put at work early in the 
day, and they worked so fast that they cov- 
ered the area from South Water to Ven 
Buren street and from Wabash to Fifth ave- 
nue. Michigan avenue was cleaned from the 
river to Madison street. The cost of this 
work will be borne partly by the street car 
companies. —

DISCOVERY OF PROF. LINGLE OF 
CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


He Finds That Strip of W Hung in 
Moist Oxygen Will Continue to Pul- 
sate for Two or Three Days—Com- 
mon Salt Needed to Start the Action, 
Which Lasts Long in Presence of 
the Gas—Others Working on Same 
lines,

It long has been known that the heart is 
extremely sensitive to oxygen and to carbon

Dr. Lingle shows that this gas 
has the power directly to sustain the beats of 
a strip of heart muscle removed from the 
body of a turtle, and to keep it going for from 
twenty-four to seventy-two hours. Even 
then the muscle stopped only because dis- 
solution set in, and, in fact, the strip con- 
tinued to beat ‘for twenty-four hours of the 
seventy-two with part of it already dead. 


Experiments of Dr. Lingle. |

From these experiments Dr. Lingle turned 
his attention to the investigations of the 
powers of oxygen. It was noticed that when 
strips of heart muscle had been started to 
beat in salt solution and were transferred 
for purposes of experiment to other solu- 
tions their beats were increased during their 
passage through the air. 
ments proved that sodium and oxygen are 
interestingly related. For,“ as Dr. Lingle 
puts it. when strips are treated with sodium 
chloride and oxygen the beats are stronger, 
and last, in favorable cases, as long as those 
in a solution of mixed salts." By mixed 
salts is meant a solution containing certain 
potassium or calcium chlorides, which pre- 
vent or retard the ultimate pojponous n 
of the ordinary salt. 

Last summer Dr. Lingle fou in the course 
of his experiments that if, after a strip of 
muscle had pulsated in a salt solution until 
it was completely run down,“ the introduc- 
tion of hydrogen peroxide, a compound which 
liberates oxygen, started the beats again, 
and this time, although weaker than they 
were originally, they continued from three 
to fifteen times longer. } 


Beats for Three Days. 


Stun more remarkable was the action of a 
strip of muscle which had been started in. 
salt solution and then hung in a moist 


chamber containing oxygen. The strip began 


to beat and continued for three days. Dr. 
Lingle sums up the action of oxygen thus: 
“Tt cannot start beats when sodium 
chloride is lacking. Combined with sodium 
chloride, it increases the force of the beats 
and lengthens the duration of the rhythm. 
It also restores beats in stri that have 
ceased to beat in a sodium chloride solution. 
These facts throw a little light on the role 
of, salts in causing strips to beat, and they 
modify in some respects the present theories 
explaining the role of salts in such cases.“ 
Nearly all the scientists of the physiology 
department at the University of Chicago are 
working upon these new problems of life 
phenomena. Prof. Loeb and Prof, Lingle, 
Prof. Albert Matthews and Dr. Martin 
Fischer, are conducting elaborate investiga- 
tions along these lines. Dr. Lyon of the 
university is working at the great marine 
laboratory at Naples. Scientists are expect- 
ing that some announcements will be made 
at the annual meeting of the Society. of

Clyde Fitch has of 
show a preference for the using of play ma- 
terial that was drawn from the seamy, uglier 
side of high society’s life, and this preference 
has lent his dramas qualities that made them 
not exactly the kind that suit them to be 
regarded as advisable entertainment for the 
young person. Even certain of the aduits 
J theater patrons found this reflection 
of the unlovely aspects of social conditions 
not entirely to their taste, and, while admir- 
ing the playwright's skill and wit, regretted 
that these were not ‘expended on material 


its moral and 
ethi¢al cleanliness. 

In The Way of the World ” Mr. Fitch has 
given us a play which, while exhibiting none 
of the attributes of dullness and weakness 
that in the eyes of many are supposed to be 


nevertheless, free from all suggestion of so- 
cial rottenness. The play is pure and whole- 
gomeé, both in the subject it handles and in 
the lesson it teaches. There is, it is true, a 
leading character in the plot whose designs 
are of the lowest, but these designs are frus- 
trated and rendered futile by encountering 
that most powerful and most ennobling fac- 
tor gociety knows today or has known since 
time began—the chastity and fidelity of a 
pure woman. 


George Croyden is a New-Yorker of high 
social position who longs to become governor 
of the state: He has a young wife who loves 
him with undivided devotion and he is equal- 
ly fond of her. His political duties take him

Hamlin- Hambourg Concert. 

The Hamlin Sunday popular given at the 
Grand opera house yesterday afternoon was 
mot one of the most inspiriting of the series. 
Mr. Hamlin was not in his best vocal condi- 
tion, his voice lacking the smoothness and 
ease of production that usually characterize 
it. Singing seemed hard work for him yes- 


terday, and he was obliged to call to his 


aid all the resources of his art and skill as. 
a vocalist. He chose for his selections Bee- 
thoven's Adelaide,“ Rubinstein’s ‘“ Es. 
blinkt der Thau and Der Traum,“ and 
Schumann's In Wunderschönen Monat 
Mali and Widmung.“ He was heard to 
dest advantage in the Rubinstein lieder, 
both of which were given with fine apprecia- 
tion of their poetic import and with good re- 
vealment of their musical beauty. The inad- 
visability of singing the first number of the 
Dichterliebe cycle and then stopping 
was doubtless made clear to Mr. Hamlin at 
the concert if it had never been before. It 
leaves both auditor and singer, harmonically 
and poetically, up in the air,“ and should 
never be given without being followed 
by at least the seeond, and, preferably, by 
the third and fourth of the cycle.

As for Hambourg. his playing may be 
set down as having been about as exasper- 
ating and unsatisfactory as has been heard 
from any pianist of note in a long time. Orig- 
inality in interpretation is all right, and is 
the only desirable quantity when indulged in 
up to a certain degree, but it must have its 
limits, and these limits Mr. Hambourg passed 
many a time and oft yesterday.

The tempi 
were hurried, unpardonable liberties taken 
with phrasing, while as for the shading there 
was no rhyme or reason to it, except as the 
player’s eccentric Jove for sharp contrasts 
and explosive single tones prompted.

The melody of the trio was delivered 
in a manner similar i that t employed by cer- 
tain bad and overer ic speakers, who 
shout one or two words in a sentence and 
swallow the rest. One heard the beginning 
or the middle of each musical phrase, and the

mendous tempo, but with a bigness of tone 
which, combined with the player's puffing

FRENCH FOREIGN INVESTMENTS. 

A consular report gives the figures com- 
piled by the French foreign office showing 
the distribution of French investments 
abroad. France has always been reckoned 
a thrifty dividend receiving nation. The re- 
port confirms the belief. At the same time 


of the great French economist, Leroy-Bea- 
lieu, who estimated the amount ef French 
investments in French colonies and foreign 
countries at $6,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,- 
000. The figures of the foreign office show 
that there is nearly $6,000,000,000 of French 
money invested abroad, exclusive of French 
colonies. Russia is by far the largest bor- 
rower of France, with a debt, mostly secured 
by government railways, of nearly $1,350,- 
000,000. Spain owes France $574, 
and Austria-Hungary owes $550,000,000. 
French investments in Italy and Egypt 
amount to about $275,000,000 each. There 
is $350,000,000 of French money in Turkey. 
In spite of the jealousy with which France 
watches the course of events in China, her 
total investment there is only $125,000,000, 
about $10,000,000 more than she has in- 
vested in the United States. The sums in- 
vested in Spain, Turkey, and Egypt indicate 
that the French are not too critical of the 
quality of their debtors. It is interesting to 
note that French capital is represented in 
Oceania and the Philippines to the amount 
of $11,000,000, and the largest corporation 
in the archipelago, the Tabacalera company, 
is controlled in France. The thrift of the 
French, in spite of the enormous burden of 
taxation which they carry, has enabled them 
to make investments abroad, which must 
yield them something like 000,000 a 
year. There is no reason to suppose that 
they are becoming less thrifty. The enor- 
mous Russian investments have almost all 
been made during the last five years, since 
che formation of the Franco-Russian alli-

sary employés discharged, and, while the 
working expenses of the department are 20 
per cent legs than in 1901, far more and bet- 
ter work has been done.” 
If this is a government by theorists, vision 
aries, and doctrinaires, the conclusion is 
clear that theories, visions, and doctrines 
have a closer connection with dollars and 
cents than has previously been supposed.

While it is true that the reigning family 
of Slam is Buddhist, neither the emperor 
of Japan nor any member of his house 
has anything whatsoever to do with 
Buddhism. which they affect to despise. 
he religion of the mikado, and indeed of all 
cultured and well born classes of Jap- 
“is Shintoism, and this, indeed, may 
egarded as the state church of Japan. 
intoism is a compound of ancestor wor- 
and nature worship, chief among the 
elties being Amaterasu, the goddess of the 
sun, the creator of Japan, the ancestress 
from whom the present emperor of Japan is 
descended in an unbroken line, a goddess 
whose shrine at Ise is the Mecca of Japan. 
Shinto means the way of the gods and 
the name was first adopted after the intro- 
duction of Buddhism in order to distinguish 
the national native faith from what has 
always been regarded as a foreign religion— 
namely: Buddhism. There is no more anal- 
ogy between Shintoism and Buddhism than 
there is between Shintoism and Christianity, 
and so distinct are these two oriental faiths 
from one another that one could more readily 
imagine a Japanese princess marrying a 
Christian prince, or a Christian princess 
marrying the crown prince of Siam, than 
that the latter, a Buddhist, should wed a 
daughter of the Shintoist emperor of Japan.

The reigning house of Siam is, indeed, at 
the present moment, since the overthrow of 
King Thebaw of Burmah and the annexa- 
tion of his dominions by Great Britain, the 
only one that professes the Buddhist relig- 
ion, and it is in consequence thereof that the 
English government is about to turn over 
to the king of Siam the recently discovered 
relic of Buddha, a small flake of bone, which 
is an absolute authentic portion of Buddha’s 
remains. 
It was found in Madras in the center of a 
great granite ball, nine or ten feet in cir- 
cumference, with traces of heavy gilding, 


The massive stone fell apart on being un- 
earthed, revealing in its center a pure white 
crystal box containing the relic. ; 

The Buddhists in India are up in arms 
against the idea of this sacred relic leaving 
the country and being handed to the king of 
Siam, And the problem of solving the diffi- 
culty in accordance with the wishes and 
prejudices of the many millions of Buddhists 
in India, while paying due regard to the en- 
gagements of the English government to the

No mention has been made in the cable dis- 
patches of the fact that King Victor Em- 
manuel, on the occasion of the recent birth 
of his little girl, amnestied an immense num- 
ber of prisoners, chiefly political, journalistic, 
and military. Amnesties of this kind are 
relatively rare, and, although they have been 
looked for in Russia, in Germany, as well as 
in England, the expectations in connection 
therewith are still awaiting their realization. 

Among the few amnesties that have been 
granted within the lifetime of the present 
generation are those which Napoleon III. 
issued in favor of all political offenders at 
the close of his victorious campaign in Italy 
in 1859, the one which the French republic 
on the recommendation of Gambetta issued 
in January, 1879, in favor of the 2,245 men 
and women sentenced to various forms of 
penal servitude for their participation in the 
commune insurrection of 1871, that one grant- 
ed by Emperor Francis Joseph in favor of 
the leaders of the Hungarian rebellion of 
1849, and the amnesties granted in 1865 and 
again in 1871 by the United States to all those 
concerned in the confederate struggle against 
These amnesties have in each instance pro- 
duced such excellent results that it is dif- 
fiuit- to understand why the rulers of 
monarchies and of republics do not more 
often utilize in this fashion their most 
precious prerogative—namely: that of clem- 

Of course, the Italian king’s grant of an 
amnesty on the occasion of the birth of his 
little daughter has the effect of starting her

to forget her name, Mafalda, by which she is 
to be known, her other names being Romana, 
Marie, Elizabetta, and Anne.

‘HOPE TO TIE UP GIFTS. 


Demands Made Weeks Ago, but 
Action Deferred Till the 
Rush Season. 


Another strike is threatened in a number 
of big downtown stores this morning, which 
may resu:t in the éarly Christmas shoppers 
carrying their bundles home themselves. 
At a meeting of the Shipping Clerks’ union 
last night a strike was ordered. The men 
declare the following stores ne be involved:

Isaac Keim of Siegel, Cooper & Co. de- 
clared last night, however, that his firm's 
employés were contented and would not go 
out. Other employés said they were sur- 
prised to learn of any discontent. A streng 
effort will be made, it is thought, to keep 
the men at work and settle the trouble by 
arbitration. As the discontented union has 
not the support of the teamsters or any 
‘other labor organization, a strike may be 
averted. Shorter Hours and better pay are 
demanded. 


so large that the shipping clerks found diffi- 
culty in handling it, and they believe it will 
increase to such an extent this week that 
the stores will grant their demands rather 
than risk having the deliveries tied up. 


Demands of the Clerks. * 


The shipping clerks are now getting from 
$5 to $12 a week and work from ten to six- 
teen hours a day, they say. They ask from 
$11 to $15 a week and time and a haif for 
all over ten hours a day. These demands 
were rejected by some of the managers three 
weeks ago, and the employés have bided 
their time. 

On Nov. 6 the shipping clerks went before 
the executive board of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor and asked its aid. The board 
did nothing, and yesterday the representa- 
tives of the union appeared before the meet- 
ing of the federation and asked for the sup- 
port of that body in their fight. This was 
granted on condition that a committee of | 
three from the federation try to adjust the 
difficulty before 10 o' dlock today. 

This committee was not appointed; how- 

ver, and the shipping clerks later decided 
fo strike regardiess of any action the com- 
mittee may take should it be appointed early 
this- morning.

We refuse to be dragged into any more 
sympathetic strikes. Matters have reached 
a state in Chicago where we must positively 
refuse to take up quarrels that are not our 
own. We know nothing of the shipping 
room employés’ grievances. They are not 
affiliated with us, and if they chose to strike 
they must take the consequences. We have 
agreeme with the stores that Ay rabies 
prohibit our refusal to carry their pack- 


ages.” 

Parent Body Defied, 

The Chicago Federation of Labor openly 
defied its parent body, the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, by giving the special order 
of clothing makers its moral and financial 
support in the struggie with the united gar- 
ment workers. The charter of the special 
order men has been revoked by the American 
Federation of Labor, making it an organiza- 
tion without standing. 

The indorsement came up in the form of 
a resolution that was signed by a majority 
of the local labor leaders. It immediately 
precipitated a debate, in which speakers 
were howled down. The garment workers 
nad representatives present who had cre- 
dentials entitling them to seats, but they 
were refused recognition by President Lighf- 
hall and were jeered repeatedly. 

The special order men denounced the course 
of the garment workers in their attempt to 
eontrol the local tailors, and accused them 
\of selling their labels at 90 cents a thousand. 
They even asserted that money had been used 
by the garment workers to influence the 
American Federation of Labor convention. 
These accusations were supported by dele- 
gates from other unions, and the garment 
en were given no opportunity to refute 

em. 

The federation decided to have its executive 
committee investigate the alleged sale of 
labels by the garment workers, and if the 
are found true the representatives 
of thé garment workers will be refused seats
